POWER FOR PALESTINE 

F3R many years the water-power 
possibilities of the vast depressions 
of the Jordan Valley in Palestine, 
says the "Scientific American," have 
been evident to all engineering obser- 
vers, and especially since Lieutenant 
Kitchener (later Viscount) completed 
the survey of Western Palestine for 
the Palestine Exploration Fund. That 
strange river rises but a few hundred 
feet above the level of the Mediter- 
ranean, and soon is checked in its 
course by the extensive morass of the 
Hulch Basin. As this can never Jbe 
drained successfully, it furnishes the 
first opportunity for an extensive bar- 
rage, below which is a drop of 700 
feet within a ten-mile course to the 
Sea of Galilee. At this point it is 
certain that many hundreds of thou- 
sands of horse- power can be gene- 
rated. 

The power generated by the Jordan 
system itself and by the still larger 
use of the Mediterranean reservoir 
would light all the cities and villages 
of the land, propel all the railway 
lines and furnish energy for manufac- 
turing purposes widely over the re- 
gions east and west of the Jordan. 
Every household would find it avail- 
able for private use in the home, shop 



POISONS THAT BLIND 

WHY a poison taken internally 
should affect the eyesight is an 
interesting point, and a rather mys- 
terious one, yet it is well known that 
certain foods, drugs, and fruits have 
a most injurious e ff ect upon the eyes. 

Some years ago a lurriily were all 
poisoned by eating rabbit pie, and 
though happily none of them died, yet 
all went temporarily blind. 

Sour cream causes a curious weak- 
ening of the sight, technically known 
as "amblyopia" A similar form of 
blindness comes from eating tainted 
fish, and is not uncommon in Italy, 
where the peasants eat a good deal of 
salt and dried fish. 

There are two different fruits which 
cause blindness. One is the so-called 
"finger cherry" which grows wild in 
Queensland. The fruit is a long red 
berry, not unpleasant to the taste. 

This "cherry" acts by destroying 
certain nerves, and the blindness re- 
sulting is incurable. 

The other blinding fruit is also a 
native of Australia. It is a kind of 
melon, which appears in great quan- 
tities after the breaking of a long 
drought.

VACCINE VERSUS PNEUMONIA 

WHEN vaccine, now being perfected 
is made available to the public, 
the death rate for the United States 
alone, it is averred, can be lowered 
by 150,000 annually. 

This announcement, said to be the 
most important in the field of medi- 
cine in twenty years, was made re- 
cently by Dr. Russell L. Cecil, in 
charge of research work on pneumonia 
and other respiratory diseases, for the 
United States Public Health Service. 

The work done in the laboratories 
covers a year's time and includes tests 
made on monkeys. The only problems 
remaining to be solved concern fur- 
ther refinement of the vaccine and 
methods for manufacturing it cheaply 
enough to be distributed in large 
quantities. When these details have 
been worked out pneumonia epidemics 
will no longer menace. Deaths from 
respiratory diseases, which have been 
steadily on the increase with the 
gathering of even larger numbers in 
urban centres, can be decreased, if 
not altogether eliminated.

WORLD'S WORST PRISON 

WHAT must be the worst prison in 
the world is described by an ex- 
plorer who returned recently from 
Mongolia. 

Inside a double wall of wood is a 
space about 10-ft. square into which 
light never penetrates. In. these dun- 
geons are piled wooden boxes, 4-ft. 
long by 2% -ft, high. These coffins 
are .the prisoner's cells! 

The wrretched captives have heavy 
chains about their necks, and their 
hands are manacled. They can neither 
sit erect nor lie at full length. Their 
food, whenever the jailer happens to 
remember it, is pushed through a 6-in. 
grating in the side of the coffins. In 
these awful surroundings prisoners 
are kept sometimes for life. 

Not only do they suffer torments 
through being unable to use their 
limbs, but also they are quite unpro- 
tected from the cold, which often is 
intense. Only a Mongol could survive 
for a day.

500 DAYS WITHOUT WATER 

INTERESTING experiments of great 
importance to areas liable to severe 
drought were carried out recently by 
the Grootfontein Sehool of Agricul- 
ture in South Africa to ascertain 
whether stock could be kept alive for 
lengthy periods on a ration of prickly 
pear leaves alone. 

It was demonstrated that sheep, 
though thcyj:'ell oif in condition, could 
exist for 280 days solely on a diet of 
prickly pear, and vhen a small al- 
lowance of alfalfa was fed in addi- 
tion after that period the sheep were 
able to go for BOO days without a drop 
of water, depending on the moisture 
from the prickly pear. 



SOAP FROM CORNMEAL 

ANEW SOAP has appeared on the 
market which is made from 
maize, or commeal. This soap is made 
.in various forms for use in the home 
and in textile plants. It is claimed 
that the soap will remove spots, dirt 
and all sorts of stains and smudges 
from the skin and from all the dif- 
ferent textile fabrics. Tho soap is 
cheap and its action is very rapid and 
thorough. It lathers well and may be 
used with hard waters.

A SAW FISH, weighing two and 
one-quarter tons has recently 
been caught in the Bay of Panama.

N reading the story of Jesus we may often have wondered that the mother 
■ of Zebedee's children should have so misunderstood the nature of the Mng- 
dom Christ was seeking to establish, and how iittie even the more intimate 
of His disciples had grasped the meaning of His taking the little child and 
setting him in the midst. But it may be profitable for us now, even after 
about 2,000 years of Christian teaching, to ask ourselves how much we have 
learned of the principle that the "last shall be first, and the first, last," 
and then perhaps we will be better able to appreciate the difficulties the 
early disciples had to face in ridding themselves of the age long prejudices 
and notions handed down to them by their fathers 
concerning the manner of the coming of His Kingdom. 
Let us first see what Jesus has to say regarding 
His Kingship and then briefly refer to some things 
which seem to mar our progress. In a.iswer to Pilate, 
Jesus said, "My Kingdom is not of this world; if my 
Kingdom were of this world, then would my servants 
fight, that I should not be delivered to the Jews." 
Pilate said, "Art Thou a King then ?" Jesus answered, 
"Thou sayesl Lhat I am a King. To this end was I born, 
and for this cause came I into the world, that I should 
bear witness to the truth." We have here not only 
the positive assertion by Christ that He is a King, but 
that His purpose was to bear witness to the truth. 

And what was the important truth that He came 
into the world to bear testimony to? First, that God 
is good. John, Jesus' most intimate disciple says, "Here 
is the message we learned from Him and announce 
to you, God is Light and in Him there is no darkness 
at all." And He witnessed that God was His Father, that we are His 
brethren, that in order to enjoy the fulness of that brotherhood we must 
do as He did, and that greatness does not consist in being able to exercise 
authority over our own fellows. "Ye know," He said, "that the princes of 
the Gentiles exercise dominion over them, and they that are great exercise 
authority upon them. But it shall not be so among you; whosoever will 
be great among you, let him be your minister; And whosoever will be chief 
among you let him be your servant." Who is the greatest, the guest or 
the servant? Is it not the guest? Yet He says, "Ye call Me Master and 
Lord, and you say well; for so I am. If then your Lord and Master has 
cashed your feet; ye stlsu oughr to wash one another's feet." You ought 
to feel that nothing is too menial for you to do. If you love each other as 
I have loved you; such service will be spontaneous, and you will thus become 
true children of My Kingdom. 

THOSE WHO ARE BLESSED 

In another place He witnessed that the humble were the blessed people. 
"Blessed are the poor in spirit for theirs is the Kingdom of Heaven." It is 
not the arrogant or haughty ones that have blessedness. The humble have 
already entered into possession of the Kingdom. Its benefits are already 
theirs. The present tense, "Theirs is the Kingdom of Heaven." So likewise 
do the meek inherit the earth, not possess it, but "inherit" it, an inheritance 
that cannot be taken from them. In this then does true kingship consist, in 
loving and being loved, and love expressing itself in reciprocating services. 

Let us now see if we cannot trace, to something like its fundamental 
source, the difficulty we find in assimilating the true Spirit of Christ's 
Kingdom. There must be some outstanding cause, somo removable cause, 
I think, that generation after generation passes and so little progress in 
the Spirit of "Son-ship" is apparent. 

It is with considerable hesitation that I venture to suggest thatperhaps 
the chief cause is to be found in the home — yea, even in the Christian 
home. Is it not true that in some homes instead of the children being 
brought up to love so that they might serve, the parents exencise a sort 
of petty tyranny over them. The spirit of true parental control is allowed 
to give place to arbitrary rules and orders. "Thou shalt" and "thou shalt 
not" is too much in evidence. Peremptory orders, In many cases, are the rule 
instead of the spirit that underlies, "As I have done.unto you, so do ye also 
to them." So much so ia this the case Lhat it sometimes breeds the desire 
in the older members of the family to "lord it over" the younger members, 
and in some cases causes members of the family to eagerly look forward 
to the time when they may escape from this condition which is only a very 
little removed from serfdom. They are not living in that happy "sonship" 
which Jesus gives as an illustration of those who "shall know the truth 
and the truth shall make them free." How many parents have need to give 
heed to the solemn warning: "It is impossible but that offences will come,- 
but woe unto him through whom they come. It were better for him that a 
great millstone were hanged about his neck, and he cast into the sea, than 
that he should offend one of these little ones." 

THOSE IN AUTHORITY MUST RULE IN LOVE 

The spirit that pervades the whole business world is also tgninst "these 
little ones." When the time has come for them to go out to face the world 
"on their own," they find that the man or woman who wears goodly apparel 
and does not require to do what is considered menial work, but who may 
have the power'over their fellows to say "go here, or go there" is looked 
upon as of the "great ones." I have even heard such a "great one" say that 
after hnving given an order or taken up a position regarding those under 
him, even if afterward he found he was mistaken, it would be unwise, for 
the sake of what he considered "discipline" to admit his error, but must 
insist on his orders being carried out. Such a spirit is not nnlv "nf the 
Earth, earthy," but it is generated in the outer darkness of unbelief, and is 
entirely unworthy of anyone who in any way hopes to be a child of Christ's 
Kingdom. And it is surely up to all Christians, and to Salvationists in par- 
ticular who are placed in "authority" to rule in love, and when a mistake 
of judgment is made to own it. Don't be afraid of what is called "your 
dignity." There is no dignity In arrognnce. DJgnity is dependent on truth, 
and "truth in the inward parts."

Notwithstanding all the progressive 
conditions, there are to be found the 
fearful ravages of sin, and it is to 
meet theae ravages, whether in open 
and vulvar form or under more re- 
spectable guise, that The Army is ad- 
dressing itself. 

There are in the islands at the pres- 
ent time 263 Corps and Outposts in 
which a thriving and aggressive work 
is in operation. In the larger towns 
are some splendid Corps. There are 
seven in Wellington, the capital, a 
town with a population of 96,000. No. 
I Corps prides itself upon having the 
finest Young People's Halls .in the 
Territory, if not the world. This spa- 
cious building comprises a hall on the 
ground floor for the primary classes, 
a hall above it, seating 250, with 
small class-rooms flanking it, for older 
children, nnd above this yet another 
hall where Bible Classes are held for 
young people who are on the border 
line of the Senior Corps. 

Not only in tiie populous centres, 
but among the scattered populations 
and settlers of the Dominion is the 
Army represented. With dairy-farm- 
ing and sheep-raising as the chief oc- 
cupations of the people, it will be 
realized that the Soldiers of many^of 
the CorpB are widely scattered. But 



schools once a week for the purpose of 
imparting religious instruction to the 
scholars. Sometimes Meetings in the 
Army's own building will follow these 
school visits, and these have been at- 
tended with good results. 

An important and varied Social 
Service is being rendered to the com- 
munity by the Army through the me- 
dium of thirty-two different Institu- 
tions. These comprise six Maternity 
Hospitals, Homes for women, boys 
and girls, Prison-Gate Homes, Work- 
men's Homes, and Soldiers* Hostels 
and Institutions. Two island colonies 
have been established near Auckland 
for the segregation of inebriates. One, 
Rotoroa, for men, covers nearly 300 
acres and its buildings provide ac- 
commodation for more than 100 in- 
mates. An adjacent island of seventy 
acres, Pakatoa, is used for women, and 
its buildings can accommodate forty 
at one time. 

In connection with the Prison-Gate 
work, the authorities have recently 
given further practical evidence of 
their confidence in the Army. When 
a man, whether an habitual criminal 
or not, has served a sentence, and is 
on probation, he is now allowed, 
wherever he may be, to report to the 
nearest Army Officer, this being ac- 
cepted precisely as though he had re- 
ported to the police. The plan has 
been found to work satisfactorily to 
all concerned.

THE desire for power has been characteristic of individuals, families, tribes, and na- 
tions ever since the dawn of history* This lust in the human heart has led to de- 
ceptions, robberies, murders, and wars 'on such a scale as to make whole continents 
run red with blood, and groan aloud in anguish — ill through the endeavor of some 
person or persons to obtain some greater power. This evil has followed their endeavor 
because' the power ''^rired waa the power of this world, which in reality is the power of 
the Prince of this world, who is the Devil, the father of all evil. 

But that power, the power of this world, is not the 
only power, and if the desire is for the power of God, 
and not that of the Svi! One, results will follow which 
are as potent for good as those already mentioned are 
fraught with evil. The desire of God is that we should 
have power, every one of us, and He has made provision 
for it, and has clearly made the way known to us in His 
Holy Word.

THE NEED IS TWOFOLD 

The Christian's need for power is twofold — firstly, 
that he might have power in his own life, and secondly, 
that he might have power with others. Both of these 
needs are fully met when the Holy Ghost comes into 
the human heart. 

1. The Coming of the Holy Spirit brings power in- 
to the personal, private life of the Christie. 

(a) When the sinner finds Salvation at the Mercy 
Seat, his sins are forgiven him, they are washed away, 
but even after conversion the children of God are 
troubled by inclinations to evil, otherwise described as roots of bitterness. But the com- 
ing of the Holy Ghost gives the believer complete power over the flesh. In the 8th chap- 
ter of Romans, we read that "the law of the Spirit hath made me free from the law (i.e., 
dominion) of sin, .... that the law (of God) might be fulfilled in us who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit." m Gaiatians v: 16. we read, "Walk in the Spirit, and ye 
shall not fulfil the lust of the flesh." 

PGWBR TO DEVELOP CHARACTER 
(b) The coming of the Spirit brings to the believer power to develop Christian char- 
acter. Love, joy, peace, long-suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, temperance 
— these are the attributes of the true follower of Christ, which all Christians should mani- 
fest in their daily lives. These characteristics, however, are the fruit of the Spirit. It 
is the coming of the Holy Ghost into the believer's heart that gives the power to develop 
these traits of charater. Without this power the Christian must fail With it he is certain 
of success. 

. (c) The Holy Spirit brings power to help us in our infirmities. The eighth chapter 
of Romans again furnishes us with Scripture proof. Verse 26, reads, "Likewise the Spirit 
also helpeth our infirmities." Reader, are you suffering from the lust of the flesh, or 
the desires of the human heart, after evil in any form? Are you finding yourself unable 
Uj manifest in your life, the chai'acteristics of love, joy, etc., mentioned above? Are you 
laboring under infirmities that appear to make your life of no effect? If so, there is 
power for you, all the power you need, in the Holy Ghost. Seek Him. Find Him, and your 
need will quickly be supplied. Uj \ ] i 

POWER EN PERSONAL DEALING 

2. The coming of the Holy Ghost gives power to the Christian in his dealings with 
others. 

Christ has commissioned us to go out and preach the Gospel to all creatures. There 
is only one way in which we can do this with success, and that is in the power of the Holy 
Ghost. Most Salvationists know something of the disappointment that comes from work 
done for God in our own strength. On the other hand, we can all prove the joy and 
glory of the success attending work done in the power of the Holy Ghost. 

We have many examples before us — in the Bible, in history, in The Salvation Army 
— of men and women who, powerless beforehand, have, when filled with the Holy Ghost, 
achieved wonderful things for God and souls. In the Bible, what more powerful contrast 
is there than that of Peter, the Denier, who became the great leader of the Christians, 
preaching at Pentecost when three thousand souls were won during that one day? In his- 
tory we have many such cases — Luther, and the men of the reformation, or, to come down 
to later times, Fletcher of Madeley, the Wesleys, and many others.

THE ESSENTIAL QUALIFICATION 

r|THe first qualification in a Salvation 
Army Bandsman should be a 
definite spiritual experience. Of course 
we could very readily add to the num- 
bers of oar Bondsmen all over Can- 
ada, indeed, all over the world, were 
our leaders to lower the standard of 
life and conduct. But that would be 
disastrous. Salvation Army Bandsmen 
roust first be Salvationists — men saved 
by the grace of God,, and given up to 
Him. Then comes their music. 



T1EKE is sometimes a little friction on the matter of transfers 
from the Young People's to the Senior Band. Leaders who have 
trained boys upon whom the Band is dependent are naturally loth to 
part with them; but the fact remains that as soon as a lad reaches 
the age of sixteen he is eligible for membership in the Senior Band 
nr.d should bo attoweu i« take his rightful place withont the un- 
pleasantness which sometimes occurs. 

It is presumed that the Young People's Band Leaders realize the 
age limitations before they undertake th? responsibilities of command. 
If the baton ia iaken up in full acceptance of the condition that lads 
under eight years of age and over sixteen must not be considered 
eligible for membership, there need be no friction when the momentous 
birthdays arrive. Instead of chafing under the limitations of his posi- 
sion, the successful and happy Leader looks at the Senior Band and 
finds there, in the sight of the boys and young men he has trained, 
ample reward for his labors. 

It is unfair to expect boya of sixteen years to play with those 
of eight and ten. They aspire to something greater than the ac- 
complishments of a Young People's Band, and any attempt to restrict 
their aspirations is a display of selfishness on the Band Leader's part. 
THE REGULATIONS 

At the same time. Senior Bandmasters are occasionally over- 
zealous in the enforcing of one half of the Regulations, plucking the 
mainstays of the younger Band away and making them hardly ap- 
preciated secondary members of the Senior Combination. In order that 
the efficiency of the Young People's Band may not be duly affected, 
a period of three months must elapse between the transfer to the 
Senior Band of any two leading instrument players; and sis months 
must elapse before two Band members playing similar instruments 
may be transferred, unless the condition of the Young People's Band 
makes it possible or desirable for the Young People's Band Leader 
to recommend transfers within the periods mentioned. Bandmasters 
would do well to remember this when a likely youngster reaches the 
magic age which opens the door to the wonders of the Senior Band. 
If the Divisional Commander decides that the transfer of a boy would 
prevent the Band from playing in public, he has the power to prevent 
the transfer from tsk:r.g pJscc. 

There is small credit in conducting a Band of half-grown youths 
under the name of a Young feopie's Band. The smaller the boys 
the bigger the crowd, is an old Young People's Band maxim, and in 
order to prevent the crippling effect of transfers the progressive 
Leader gives constant attention to the younger end of his Combination. 
As soon as a boy reaches his fifteenth year he should be supplemented 
on the same part by one at least a year or more younger than him- 
self. By the time the elder lad is sixteen the other is generally fit 
to become principal player. 

In addition to providing against critical transfer periods, this 
custom develops self-reliance and allows of a more thorough training. 
The deputy soloists can master their music at greater leisure than 
if they were suddenly called upon to play solo parts in public, as 
occurs when no boys have been prepared for the positions vacated 
throngh transfers.

It 
would pay Bandsmen generally to 
copy the example of the regular army, 
for the Service prides itself on ap- 
pearance, especially in the keeping 
bright of crests, buttons, etc. We, as 
Salvation Bandsmen, should not be 
one whit behind them in appearance, 
as to be slovenly and unkempt does 
not advertise the Salvation we preach, 
The use of a soft leather on Band 
creBts and bright parts once a week 
would keep them in good condition 
and would add considerably to ap- 
pearance. We trust that Bandmasters 
will take the hint and pass it on to 
their men. No doubt the omission is 
ouly for the want of thought. Bands- 
men should remember that appearance 
bespeaks the man.

WORN STOCKINGS 

TT is astonishing what economics 
-"■ can be effected' with the expendi- 
ture of a little time and thought. Odds 
and ends that seem to be fit only for 
the rag bag, can easily be turned into 
useful articles of clothing for our chil- 
dren. 

Warm knickers can be made from 
the legs of stockings when the feet dra 
too far gone to be darned any more.

A pair of child's knickers can 
be used as a pattern. Seam up in the 
Usual way and run elastic in the 
waist and knees.

T OOKING back at my experience I see how, because my unbelieving 
■" heart found it always easier to turn to the human than to the Divine, 
God led me by a way in which I thought no other soul had travelled; and 
when I felt myself alone, when in the darkness there seemed no light, 
wben in my sorrow no sympathy from an understanding heart was within 
reach, then I cried to God; not the cry of words only, nor of mind only, 
nor of determination only, but the cry of my whole being, "Save me, I 
perish!" 

You have passed through such an experience, and know what I mean — 
when you have been nearly engulfed by some temptation, nearly swamped 
by some doubt, nearly carried away by some wave of sudden sorrow. *In 
that moment of aloneness I learned how much I needed God, and in such 
moments I have found God. „ 

Shall you pray that such experience come no more? Shall you, because 
of what you suffer, only shrink from them? No! The great need of your 
heart, as of the hearts of all men in all ages, is to know God; and you must 
be brave enough to face anything that can bring you to a fuller knowledge 
of Him. 

Remind yourself of what you have gained by such experiences in the 
past: and that, far from proving you are different from others in what 
you suffer, it is rather in itself another proof that "there hath no" tempta- 
tion taken you but such as is common to man." The form of it may. be 
different, but what you feel in it is the same; and for you, as for others, 
"the sufferings of this present time are not worthy to be compared with 
the glory which shall be revealed in ub." I long to help you. I know so 
well the depths of 4ieart-anguish which must needB come, and that id. spite 
of all I can say you will still feel I do not fully understand, but, Oh, I 
pray that this feeling may lead you to discover how fully God understands 
the heart He has created; and that- with certainty you may say, "But He 
knoweth the way that I take: when He hath tried me, I shall come forth 
as gold." — From "Messages to the Messengers."

On the other hand "these little ones" find that the person who does the 
most menial, which is very often the most necessary work, is looked upon 
as of little account. Yet he may in very reality be a king in that he is 
witnessing to the truth that work is necessary, and there is sufficient reason 
for him doing it. I once read of a servant in a house, where there were many 
servants, who always insisted on "shining" the ladies' shoes. The lady of 
the house could not understand why this servant should not leave it to some 
of the more menial servants. But the servant explained to the lady that she 
did it because^ she loved her. The lady then asked why she left to others 
ills oiiiiiing of liei own uiiu was aiiswei'eu, there woulu be no interest in 
that unless it were for the "love of the shine." 

Are we then to be numbered among those who shall ponder these 
truths in their hearts in order that we may bear true witness to them by 
putting them in practice, or shall we, like Pilate, try to shun our respon- 
sibility by asking, "what is truth?"

Blarney Stones 

2 cups rolled oats, 2 eggs, 1 cup 
sugar, % teaspoon lemon extract, tiny 
pinch of salt, Vz cup cocoanut, 2 tea- 
spoons baking powder, 2 teaspoons 
melted butter. 

Mix all together, adding well beat 
en eggs last. Drop by teaspoonsfull 
on greased paper and bake for 10 to . 
IB minutes in hot oven. Do not try 
to remove from paper until cold. A 
bit of candied fruit may be put en 
each just before baking. 
Coddled Eggs 

This is the most digestible way to 
prepare boiled eggs. Have the water 
in the saucepan boiling hard, and in 
it put the eggs gently with a spoon." 
As soon as all are in push the sauce- 
pan back from the fire, cover and let 
stand for six minutes, no longer. In 
this way both yolk and white are 
cooked to a custard-like consistency. 
Shoe Rack 

Nail a strip of wood, an inch square 
by any desired length, to the top of 
the baseboard in your closet and you 
can hang your shoes by the heels over 
this. You will be surprised how much 
cleaner they stay than if throws 
around the floor. 

To Whip Cream 

If your cream is cold but will not 
whip, add about five drops of glycer- 
ine to a pint of cream and it will soon 
become stiff.

WATCH THE GAS BURNER 

Housewives, who are economical in 
all other ways, may be careless in 
food wastage, because of its burning 
or scorching. This usually comes from 
lack of care in the matter of adjust- 
ing the valve of the gas burner. Some 
place the kettle or frying pan on the 
burner and turn the valve around to 
the full. ThiB causes the gas to flare 
and burn with a yellow flame, and 
scorching is often the result Besides 
ine food wasted, the open value causes 
gas wastage, for the gas burning 
with a yellow flame whirls the meter 
with a mighty whirl, which is un- 
necessary and oftentimes ie ruinous 
to food. The fact of the matter is that 
the blue flame of gas is far preferable 
to the yellow in cooking. The blue 
gives a steady heat and does the 
work mpiB satisfactorily than **» yel- 
low.
